^ QUOTE MI2?3rAIiPIEl OF UITTERSTAHDtBG * 

The following procedures have been agreed tc by representatives 
of the United States and of the United ITetiono: 

1. The United States agrees to assist the United lotions, at 
its requect, by providing logistic support for inspection by die 
Uri ted nations of ships bound for Cuba. 

2. The United States ^groec to fumich r.n cdoqunta ivunber 

of cliip^^ together udth crexrs and necessary supplies 9 to die United 
Uctlor.s, to be used by the /Secretary- General for the duration of 
this £greeaOiit for the mission described in paragraph 1% 

3. Ships provided to the United Bottom; pursuant to this 
cgreenonfc may be coansed froii tie to "■vine, Hesters (or Goosandirg 
officer?] of the chips sh^li maintain opera tionsl control of the 
shipc lav.6 United States Goaot Guard personnel abcMd \;ill reniain 
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undar tfaited States Coast Gua£d authority]* The Masters [or 
Coartandiag officers] shall coiaply tfith instructions from the 
Acting Secretary General 9 or his representative on board* with 
respect to functions of the ship essential to the execution of 
the mission described in paragraph 1* 

4» The United States undertakes to pay all expenses f 
including salaries, In connection with the ships furnished 
pursuant to this agreement* The United Nations undertakes to 
reixaburse the United States for all services provided pursuant to 
this agreement . 

5. Ships furnished pxn pursuant to this agreement shall, 
while on active service in performance of their mission, fly the 
flag of the United Nations along with the flag of the United States* 

6. The Acting Secretary General may designate personnel to 
serve on board the ships furnished pursuant to this agreement* 
Such personnel shall serve under his orders for the execution of 
foe inspection function • Such personnel niay be military or civilian 
and will be considered to be United Nations personnel. 

?* This agreement td£? be terminated at the request of either 
party.

Bracketed portions of paragraph 3 ^re to be used in the event 
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Coa3t Guard, rather than MSTS ships are used. DOD prefers 
Coast Guard ships, but both are available and could be on 
station within 4 or 5 days. MSTS ships would initially be 
Navy owned transport ships, but subsequently MSTS could 
charter smaller privately owned vessels. 

Separate instructions cover questions of v/hich vessels 
would be inspected and suggested manner of inspection. 
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
